Grand Gathering of the Chiecis of the 
Six Natseus. 
[Prom the To:onto Telegrapb. |} 


Some four ago Mr. Barnett, «r., pro- 
panes of the museum that bears bis name 
near the village of Queenstown “ 
— skeleton. This skeleton, according 
to the opinion of those best qualified to de 
termipe, was the remains of an Indian chief 
trive. This econelu-ion was 
influenced by the fect of several meta! flint or- 
naments ne found alongside the bones, 
said relics belug, according to Chippewa cas- 
tom, only deposited in the grave of «a 
chief among them. ihe booes were carefnily 
gathered together and removed to the 
Museum ba gat Cliften, where, up to 
Sunday, they were carefully preserved. Some 
few months ago, however, the various chiefs 
of the Sex Nations tribe reyuested pergxssiva 
to be allowed to assemb/e at Clifton, and be 
allowed to bury the remains accurding to the 
rites of their nation. The request was ac- 
companied with the declaration that their 
tribe aud the Chippewas, to which the remains 
were supposed to belong, bad, in the days of 
Indian +upremacy on the Awerican coatinent, 
lived at deadly enmity one against the other. 
They were, however, now desirous to prove 
their forgetfulness of a]! former feuds by com- 
ing forward on the present occasion and paying 
s solemp tribute of respect lo the memory of 
one of that tribe whom Weir socestors had so 
often met on the war-path. Their offer was

Summer seeking as a matter of course;

form, but a modern innovation upon the 
steady trot and eager hurry of American 
professional and commercial lite, and it ts 
not at all surprising that there should be 
a lack of enterprise, and indeed of fixed 
ideas of every sort on the subject. 

The lack of enterprise which we re- 
ferred to yesterday seems at present to 
consist chiefly tn a general disinclination 
to visit strange places, and to plan new 
and unfamiliar tours. This feeling is not 
peculiarly national or local, but springs, 
one may fairly suppose, from the innate 
conservatism of the human heart. That 
this attachment to the known before the 
unknown is very common does not show 
that it is not a very great mistake, if no- 
where else, at least in the business of sum- 
mer pleasure-seeking. It is plain that the 
fact of the place to which we went last 
year having proved agreeable and conve- 
nient is a good reason for repeating the 
visit. And even if it did not prove either 
convenient or agreeable, it may yet appear 
wiser to endure the ills we know than 
fiy to other ills we know not of. Mere 
novelty in itself does not compensate for 


or a marked increase of dray- 
backs. Only 80 #£=many persons 
seem to have made vp their minds 
that any change from the watering-place 
or from the route they have been sccus- 
tomed to patronize must be a change for 
the worse. They get into a rut about 
their holidays, and it requires a strong 


ally | effort to move them out of icagain. They 


have been in the habit of going to Sara- 
toga or to the White Sulphur, to the 
_ Northera cities,or to the Canadas, They 
| have seen and done all that there is to see 
By the end of ther visit they 
were thoroughly bored to death. But the 
interval of six or nine months of hard 
work on the part of the tather, ead ot do 
mestic cares for the mother, and of indo- 
lence for the daughters, operates as an act 
of amnesty and oblivion. The dullness, 
monotony, and all the other drawbacks 
to enjoyment which beset them last sum- 
mer have faded away out of sight, and 
only what was pleasurable remains, 
hightened and exaggerated beyond the 
reality by mere lapse of time. Then there 
is really ® great deal of trouble saved by 
always sticking to the same place. You 
know all the fastest trains and the best 
routes and the most comfortable hotels. 
Evervthing wears a familiar and friendly 
air. It is delightful to find oneself on the 
same road, recognizing the old objects and 
places and people. The hotel-keepers and 
the very waiters know you, and the fleec- 
ing to which they have subjected you in 
bygone years stirs up hospitable emotions 
within their bosoms, for of them the old 
saying ol odisse quem leeris w most em- 
phatically untrue. The nrore they have 
been able to injure you, the less do they 
hate you. The fruit ot this us a deiighttul 
and most attractive geniality of manner. 
Then, again, those who dislike the fatigue 
and strain of sight-seeing are naturally 
giad to escape it, by going toa spot where 
they have got this duty done, and have 
seen all the sights.

The Streets. 

The session of the General Council this 
evening promises to be of unusual impor- 
tance. The message of the Mayor and 
the communication of the City Engineer 
call the moet s¢rious attention to the worn 
out streets of the city. The Mayor well 
impresses the urgency of the case and the 
necessity of immediate action, The En- 
gineer reiterates his request tor working 
orders. ‘Three months of the working 
season have been epent, and po doubt well 
gpent, in deliberation and discussion. This 
is surely enough for the most prudential 
action. And action—not non-actlon—1s 
now wanted; for the time has surely 
come when sectional and personal 
preferences should yield to an 
admitted public necessity. The pres 
ent Council, in individual intelli- 
gence and personal worth, stands high in 
the municipal record of Louisville. All 
professions and interests are well repre- 
sented. Much is expected from fts official 
action, for few public bodies have gone 
into power with a larger share of con- 
fidence and respect. Let us have the 
fruits of this confidence and popular ap- 
preciation. Let the men of work go to 
work; provide the funds; select among 
plans; prepare the way and order the 
work. But the public have active duties 
as well as their Council and executive 
officers. Passing rapidly trom a small to 
a large city, they have adopted a new 
‘They have ordered extensive 
changes, relorms and improvements. In 
this reorganization nearly all the city 
officers have double and some treble du- 
ties in general administration, reassess- 
ments, resurvey and construction. At 
such a time the active wmiterest and 
support of good citizens is more than 
useful, it is important. By petition 
street work can be hastened; for the Coun- 
cilthen know better the wants of their 
constituents. By communication in the 
proper spirit with the officials, the neces- 
sities and preterences of citizens are better 
understood. And, by a strong expression 
ot public sentimert in the right direction, 
the pernicious litigation of the last few 
years will give place to a local pride and 
sense of duty in the progress and improve- 
ment of their favored city. 

In the race of cities, Chicago with St. 
Louis, Louisville with Cincinnati aad 
others, all must work alike—citizen, Coun- 
cil and official. Let it be remembered 
that their public ways advertise and make 
cities and great commercial centers.
